statements, the nation’s businessmen clamored for all- 


out efforts to resume trade re- 
lations, 

Chief Cabinet Secretary 
Munenoril Akagi told a press 
conference in Tokyo yesterday 
that: 

1. Japan has “never” looked 
upon Red China as an enemy; 

2. The Government intends 
to work in earnest for promo- 
tion of friendly relations and 
gradual normalization of diplo- 
matic. ties with Red China; 

3. Elaborating, Akagi said 
that since the existence of Red 
China is a reality, “it is my 
persona’ opinion” that no solu- 
tion to the problem of Japan 
Red China relations can be 
hoped for unless the Taiwan 
Government and the Commu- 
nist regime are dealt with “as 
two separate countries,” 

4. There is no longer any 
need to keep on saying that 
Japan will withhold recogni- 
tion of the Peiping regime. The 
Japanese Government hopes to 
crcate conditions for Japanese 
recognition of Peiping “step by 
step;” 

5. But the time is not yet 
ripe for Japan “to approach the 
United Nations on recognition 
of Red China.” 

Akagi's press conference 
statement was quickly repudiat- 
ed by Foreign Minister Alichiro 
Fujiyama at another press con- 
ference. Fujivama met the 
press after he had telephoned 
Akagi to find out what the Chief 
Cabinet Secretary actually had 
said, 

Fujiyama said Akagi had 
merely expressed his “personal 


opinion,” and he insisted that 
there had been no change 
whatsoever in the Govern- 


ment’s waitand-see policy to 
ward Red China since the new 
Cabinet was born seven days 


ago. 

The Foreign ..Minister _ em- 
phasized that he saw “no al- 
ternative” to the Government's 
present policy. 

When asked about the state- 
ment made by Minister of Inter- 
national Trade and Industry 
Tatsunosuke ‘Takasaki in the 
Diet two days ago (Takasaki 
was quoted as saying he hoped 
for “normalization of relations” 
with Peiping “as early as possi- 
bie”), Fujiyama said Takasaki 
has merely expressed his “per- 
sonal opinion.” 

But when Takasaki later yes- 
terday was asked what he 
thought about the Chief Cabinet 
Secretary's statement, Takasaki 
calmly tola@ reporters that he 
agreed with Akagi's views, 

kasaki added that he 

nted to work for solution of 

the Red China problem “with 
sincerity and enthusiasm.” 

He continued: “Pursuing a 
wait-and-see policy should not 
mean sitting idle with folded 
arms but must mean that one 
is waiting for the conditions to 
ripen while studying remedial 
measures.” 


The MITI chief did not 
elaborate on the “remedial 
measures” he had in mind. 


Fujiyama, who said he had 
not been informed in advance 
of Akagi's statement, told 
porters that there was 
ground for speculation at 
Cabinet members are split on 
the Red China issue. 

Informed sources, however, 
interpreted yesterday's series 
of conflicting statements as a 
manifestation of a real split. 
They said that while one in- 
fluential group within the rul- 
ing Liberal-Democratic Party is 
opposing a change in the Gov- 
ernment’s wait-and-see policy,

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Tory Dietmen 
To Dissolve 
Trade League 


About 20 Liberal-Democratic 
members of the Dietmen’s 
League for Promotion of Japan- 
Communist China Trade yester- 
day announced that they had 
“decided unilaterally to dissolve 
the league.” 


The announcement was made 
after a meeting of the. Tory 
league members in the Diet 
Building. 


Official notification to the So 
cialist Party of the league's dis- 
solution will be made “next 
week” by Masanosuke Ikeda, 
Liberal-Democratic member of 
the House of Representatives 
and the man who last March 
signed the now shelved fourth 
private trade agreement with 
Red China. 


The league has been com- 
posed of Tory and Socialist 
Diet members interested in 
promoting Japan-Red China 
trade relations. The league has 
played an important role in 
this field along with two other 
organizations — the Japan In- 
ternational Trade Promotion 
Association and the Japan-Com- 
munist China Export-Import 
Association. 


Mosaburo Suzuki, chairman 
of the Socialist Party said, yes- 
terday In a statement at Akita 
that dissolution of the league 
would mean the “breach of in- 
ternational faith as the trade 
agreement (with Red China) 
was signed by its Liberal-Demo- 
eratic and Socialist representa- 
tives.” 


The Liberal-Democratie mem- 
bers of the league said the dif- 
ference of views between them 
and the Socialist members now 
is 80 wide that it has become 
impossible to operate the league 
as a suprapartisan body. 

However, they agreed to work 
for development of trade be- 
tween the two countries under 
a “new setup,” although no 
conclusion was reached at yes 
terday’s meeting regarding the 
new organization. 

Informed sources said that 
the Liberal-Democratic mem- 
bers of the league decided to 
disband the body in accordance 
with the wishes of party and 
Government leaders. 


They said these leaders want- 
ed to deal with Japan-China 
trade “independently and on 
their own account, without be- 
ing dragged about by the So 
cialists or having to ask for 
their cooperation.” 


Ikeda still is reported to be 
ir favor of enforcement of the 
fourth private Japan-Commu- 
nist China trade agreement, 


Some members of the ruling 
party hold the view that official 
Tory representatives should 
take part in future trade nego- 
tiations with Peiping instead of 
the private organizations that 
conducted such negotiations in 
the past. 

Meanwhile, Toshi Nakazaki, 
chairman of the Socialist Party's 
Special Committee for Normalli- 
zation séof Japan-Communist 
China Relations, said vesterday 
that the Socialists were opposed 
to dissolution of the league. 


Gov't Is Out to Weaken 
Sohyo, Federation Says 


The General Council of Japan 
Trade Unions (Sohyo), the na- 
tion's largest labor federation, 
charged yesterday that the new 
Kishi. Cabinet was out to split 
and weaken the labor organiza- 
tion. 

Sohyo made the charge in the 
preamble of its report outlining 
the federation’s 1958 action 
policy. 

Sohyo claims a membership 
of 3,000,000, 

The new action policy will be 
submitted to Sohyo's 10th na- 
tional convention opening July 
21 at the Kudar Kaikan in Chi- 
yoda Ward, Tokyo. 

In the preamble, Sohyo 
charged that the new govern- 
ment is conspiring, firstly to 
split and weaken the structure 
of the labor organization and, 
secondly, to drive a wedge be- 
tween the general public and 
labor unions under  Sohyo’s 
wing by every means of slan- 
der. 


Sohyo stressed the need for 


unity and solidarity of all labor 
unions and the importance of 
winning the support of the un- 


employed and workers in the 
lowest sociai bracket. 

Sohyo'’s 1958 action policy 
also calls for continued efforts 
to win higher wages through 
strikes and other means by its 
unions, shorter working hours, 
a universal minimum wage sys- 
tem and expansion of the social 
security system. 

The labor federation also said 
it will push efforts for conven- 
ing of an Afro-Asian labor con- 
ference. 

Sohyo’s action policy also 
envisaged: (1) opposition to the 
alleged Government repression 
of.the Postal Workers Union 
and the Japan Teachers’ Union, 
(2) scrapping of the Strike 
Control Law and the Public En- 
terprises Labor Relations Law; 
(3). support of the Socialist 
Party; (4) speeding up forma- 
tion of an Afro-Asian labor fede- 
ration and, (5) appeal to the 
International Labor Organiza- 
tion against alleged Govern- 
inent infringement of labor's 
rights to organize and preas the 
Diet to approve the ILO treaty 
on jabor organization, 


‘Soviet Sends 


To Japan on 
U.S. A-Arms 


MOSCOW (UPI)—The Soviet 
Government warned Japan on 
ithe danger of allowing US. 
nuclear weapons on its territory 
in a note made public Thursday. 


The Soviet note “warned the 
Japanese Government of the 


on Japanese territory of nu- 
clear weapons and also the 
means for their delivery,” the 
official Tass news agency re- 
ported. 


The note, dated June 146, was 
in reply to the Japanese note 
of May 17. 

The Soviet note expressed re- 
gret that the Japanese note 
“contained no reply” to Soviet 
questions about nuclear arms. 


The Soviet questions dealt 
with “introduction of nuclear 
weapons and means for their 
delivery at U.S. military bases 
in Japan.” 


The Soviet note said jts ques- 
tions about these reports “were 
not only not denied by the 
Japanese Government but were 
factually confirmed in several 
public statements by official 
spokesmen of the Government.” 


The note said “the introduc- 
tion of nuclear weapons at these 
bases would present a threat to 
peace and security in the Far 
East.” 


“The USSR,” it added, “would 
indeed be a bad neighbor to 
Japan if it did not forewarn it 
of the danger inherent in the 
location of Japanese territory of 
nuclear weapons and the means 
for their delivery.” 


Karachi Also Warned 

MOSCOW (UPI)—The Soviet 
Foreign Ministry released 
Thursday the text of a state 


“serious consequences” involv- 
ed “should the military bases on 
its territory be used against the 
Soviet Union.”

The Soviet Government “is in 
possession of information that 
in Western Pakistan, and in 
the direct vicinity of the Soviet 
frontiers, intensive construc 
tion of launching sites for 
guided missiles, was begun in 
1957,” the statement added. 


Repentant Driver 
Attempts Suicide 


The vt of a bus which 
collided with an express train 
yesterday afternoon, later 
sneaked out of the hospital 
where he was receiving treat- 
ment for injuries and made an 
unsuccessful attempt at suicide. 


Shigeo Hirai, 27, threw him- 
self at a rushing train and 
added serious injuries to those 
he had already received in the 
bus-train accident. 


One passenger of the bus was 
killed and five others were in- 
jured besides Hiral when the 
bus collided with the Kyoto- 
bound train at a railway cross- 
ing between Aki-Saigakil and 
Sunami stations on the Kure 
Line in Hiroshima Prefecture. 

Police said that Hirai stopped 
the bus at the crossing, but that 
he moved on when the conduc- 
tor, Kazuo Doi, 20, who had 
got off the bus, motioned him 
to proceed. Dol apparently did 
not see the train coming,

Complex Mixture —Simple Result 


Ry ELISE GRILL 


Paintings by Kenso Okada. Ex- 
hibition at the Takashimeya 
Store, Sth floor, Through June 22. 
Aside. from their intrinsic 

quality, the paintings by Kenzo 
Okada afte now being examin- 
ed by his own countrymen for 
thelr curiosity as boing the first 
Japanese abstract oi]. paintings 
to win wide acceptance abroad, 
(Thies is not to forget the work 
in other styles by Foullta, Ku- 
niyoshi, Saeki, Oguiss, Okamoto, 
and the modern woodcut artists, 
all of whom have gained recog- 
nition overseas.) 


After the war, Japan's young 
modernista have been atraining 
more mightily than ever to at 
tain some mythical “equality” 
with the abetractioniet move- 
ment in other lands. Kenzo Oka- 
da went to New York seven 
years ago and has now reached 
that dizzy pinnacie where he 
Witte prizes (and prices) on par 
with leading modern painters in 
the United States. 

It must be stressed that his 
acclaim abroad is due strictly to 
the quality of his work, for 
being @ “foreigner” is surely no 
distinction in New York. In his 
homeland, however, the Interest 
of public and critics alike will 
rest emphatically on that ques- 
tion of why Okada‘s work found 
international acceptance shead 
of other Japanese modernists. 

The answer Is either very com- 
plex—-if the Intangibles of time- 
liness, luck, fashion, and vart. 
ety are taken into consideration 
—ir very simple, if the work 
ls allowed to speak for fteelf. 
Let us listen first to the voice 
emanating from his art. 

A single painting by Okada 
is not likely to arouse specia: 
netice in any exhibition in Ja- 
pan or elsewhere. Seldom does 
Okada call attention to himself

In New York Okada threw o 
these imaginary chains an 
faced himaelf with stark 
honesty as a human being 
compounded of old and new 
yet still “with a margin of 
individual free wlll to move 
unfettered. Thie narrow edge 
of free creativity is, after all, 


an artiet’s special privilege and 
apecial cbiigation im society. 
Out of his deepest memories 


rose wisps of that particular 
feeling for muted colors, for 
“empty” space, for ‘arsh 


rhythms, and for sharp patterns 


which we have come to recog- 
nize as “pure Japanese.” 
It was not very difficult to 


lift this quality onto a canvas 
with a brush from its previous 
incarnations in the woodwork 
construction of the Ise Shrine, 
the stepping stones and geo 
metrical patterns of Katsura 
Palace, the sand and rocks of 
the Ryuonji, the colors and 
shapes of Koé@teu'’s tea bowls, 
the ink flecks of Niten, and all 
the myriads of pebbles and 
flowers and textiles that make 
up the special flavor of Japa 
nese art. If Kandinsky and 
Mondrian and Braque also con- 
tr.buted to this transformation, 
well that was just as honest ap 
ingredient. in the modern cor 
pound. 

The mixture is complex—the 
result is simple to the point of 
frequent naivete and innocence. 
Okada does not offer any invoir- 
ed color theories or textural! su- 
perpositions. Flat areas of gray- 
ed color step across his white 
Canvas like stepping stones in 
a Japanese garden and he moves 
his patches about until they at- 
tain an intuitive equilibrium, 

The approach is the most an- 
clent Japanese way, now car- 
ried over into occidental media 
and techniques. This humble 
simplicity makes him readily 
understood abroad. His Japa 
nese accent adds to the charm, 
not because ft is “exw.” of 
even picturesque, as all “Japo 
naiseries” were once wont to b«, 
but because it is recognized as 
a fundamental and strong corn- 
ponent of a basic and universal 
art language. 

May I append a footnote for 
other Japanese artiste: I have 
watched you scrutinize the 
Okada paintings with envy and 
with an imitative gleam in your 
eve, Please desist. The 
formula cannot be repeated, 
not even by Okada, himself, for 
any length of time. It was an 
individual solution of a world 
wide problem that won Okada 
his first acclaim: be will have 
to grow and to change with 
time, and every other artist 
will have to find his own pat 
tern of growth. 

The Japanese tradition still 
has immense potency for de 
but only if it is 
imagination, 
poetry, and free interpretation 
that Japanese artists seemingly 
develop only when they 
escape the trammels of Japan.

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Hungarian Tragedy 


The secret “trial” and execution of the former Hungart- 
an Premier Imre Nagy, General Maleter and others has sent 
a thrill of horror through the whole civilized world, 

It had been hoped that the shameful crimes of the 
Stalin era would not be repeated, but it seems that Com- 
munists who follow Moscow’s lead are not able to free 
themselves from the tradition of bloodthirsty tyranny as- 


sociated with their creed. 


These executions in Hungary, if they do nothing else, 
will serve to strengthen the belief of free men everywhere 
that it is hopeless to expect decent behavior from those 
who have sold themselves, body and soul, to Moscow's dic- 


tates. 


Rut murder is a double-edged tool and those who 


think that they can gain their ends by this means are like- 
ly to find themselves sooner or later grievously mistaken, 

Perhaps the most amazing thing is that men who com- 
mit these crimes should pretend that they are heading a 
movement for the uplift of the working masses when it is 
obvious to the whole world that their chief preoccupation 


is the gratification of their own ambitions. 


The wretched 


condition of many of the people of Eastern Europe, ground 
under the Red heel, reveals also the true nature of the 
“progress” vaunted by the Soviet leaders, a “progress” 
which is calculated to bolster up enormous armaments 
rather than to satisfy the wants of the workers. 

There appears little doubt as to how these executions 


were engineered. 


“The preparation of this act”, says a 


statement issued by the U.S. State Department, “beginning 
with the Soviet abduction of Imre Nagy from the Yugoslav 
Embassy in Budapest in violation of assurances of safe con- 
duct pledged by the Soviet puppet, Kadar, was by stealth 


and secrecy.

just at this time, 


The answer seems to be that Moscow 


believes that it needs to intimidate independent Yugoslavia 
and to warn those in Poland and other satellites who are

also to show those who are 


dissatisfied in Russia itself that the new Red leadership 
can be quite as ruthless as that of Stalin or Lenin. 

It will also be asked what can be done about Hungary 
and the other terrorstricken countries of East Europe. We 
fear the answer is that nothing can be done directly at 


present.

War today is too terrible for the free nations to 


are feeding like vultures on 


helpless people, by force; but it also needs to be borne jn 
mind that the continuance in power of the men who do 
these things is in itself a threat to peace. Sooner or later 
they must fall; that is certain, but in their fall they may 


involve the whole world. 


it seems likely that the “summit” conference will now 
have to be postponed indefinitely as the representatives of 
the free nations can hardly be expected to sit down at the 
conference table with men who have had any part in the 
enormities so justly condemned all round the world. 


Alcoholism 


In the taking of another human life, it is not infrequent 
that the public judges the victim as more evil than 
the murderer. Such is the case certainly in the strangling 
of a drunken father by his 16-year-old daughter, abettcd by 


her l3-year-old sister. 


We all naturally respond with sympathy for these un- 


‘ortunate children. 


Before they resorted to killing him, 


-hey had suffered for a long time as the victims of a selfish 


and cruel father. 


And, to make the girls all the more the 


subject of public sympathy, they acted only after he had 
forced their mother to leave the home. 

Yet let us not be too hasty in passing judgment on the 
father. The real tragedy of this affair is that no one step- 
ped in earlier to try to correct an inhuman situation of 


long standing. 
We may never know all 


the factors in this domestic 


crisis, but we can draw from it some lessons pertaining to 
the growing problem of alcoholism. 

The number of liquor addicts is increasing, and most 
people would attribute this to the swift and radical changes 
our society is undergoing. Doubtless that is a large meus- 
ure of it. But more significant, we believe. are certain 
leftover habits and attitudes that tend to tie our hands 


when faced with such social 


problems. 


Japanese society has always had its drunks, to be sure. 
But it does not fit modern conditions to go on coddling 
them in the traditional fashion. The family system has 
broken down; we live in a much more crowded. interdepend- 


ent community. 


Anyone who infringes upon the rights 


and wellbeing of others must be dealt with as a lawbreaker. 

At the same time we must learn to recognize that some 
individuals are afflicted with something in the nature of a 
disease when they give up everything else for the bottle. 
They deserve special care and treatment, and others de- 
serve to be protected from them.

We are proud of the Japanese 
in Brazil for their achieve- 
ments in the past 50-vear period 
just as Brazil's President Kubit- 
achek wrote in his message to 
the Japanese people prior to his 
country’s celebration of the 50th 
anniversary of Japanese immi- 
gration.

as rice, frults, vegetables, serl- 
culture, black tea, jute and pep- 
per. However, it is quite 
problematical whether the Japa- 
nese Government and people ex- 
tended sufficient help to the 
Japanese emigrants to Brazil. 
It is to be hoped that with the 
50th anniversary as an oppor- 
tunity the Japanese Government 
and other quarters concerned 
will restudy the country’s emi- 
gration policy.

What worrles the British 
Government is that these re 
serves are thinner than is safe 
and prudent, given the po 
sibility that the recession may 
continue, and bring about an 
international liquidity crisis, 
that is to say, a run on the 
international banking system.

We know too that in the 
British view there are three 
remedies which can be chosen. 
All depend primarily upon the 
United States, though in all but 
one of them West Germany 
and other countries with a 
bard currency are bound to be 
involved. One remedy would be 
to find a way to underwrite, 
that is to say to reinsure, the 
reserves of the sterling area. 
A second remedy would be to 
enlarge the capital reserves of 
the International Monetary 
Fund, A third remedy, which 
would horrify most Americans, 
would be to increase the value 
of the outer world’s reserves by 
increasing the sacrosanct price 
of gold.

Meaning of Nagy’s 


Execution 


Return of Stalinism

Does the execution of Imre Nagy 
mean the return of Stalinism im 
the Kremlin? The distinguished 
author of the following analysis be- 
lieves it does. He ts one of Britain's 
foremost experts on Communist 
affairs, a diplomat since 1919 and 
British ambassador to Moscow from 
1949 to 1951. He has served in 
the British embassies In Buenos 
Aires, Mexico, Cairo, Bern and 
Ankara.—Editor. 


LONDON—It would be a mis- 
take to consider the case of 
Hunrary as an isolated problem. 
There is no doubt that when 
Khrushchev made his famous 
debunking of Stalin at the 20th 
party Congress he overplayed 
his hand. He had very intelll- 
gible motives for denouncing 
Stalin personally, but he never 
had the least intention of de- 
parting from strict Marx-Lenin 
orthodoxy, and this has become 
in practice inseparably linked 
with the fundamentals of 5Sta- 
linism as a system. 


In Soviet Russia itself the 
government machine is now 
more subordinate than ever to 
the Communist Party, while the 
Presidium of the party itself 
seems to be completely under 
Khrushchev. 


He has 10 members of his 
party secretariat in it—thus dis- 
posing of the “restoration of 
collective team leadership” 
which was a central point of 
Khrushchev’s attack on Stalin. 


Similariy, the professed en- 
couragement of “various paths 
to socialisem” (which never did 
mean as much as wishful 
thinkers read into it) has obvl- 
ously come to a full stop. 


The welcome fact that there 
has been considerable relaxa- 
tion, on the surface, of the ap 
palling regime which Stalinism 
had become is apt to blind 
people to the major fact that 
the system is an integrated 
machine which cannot be radi- 
cally modified in one part by the 
Soviet Government without 
loosening all the rest, 


The chief lesson from the sad 
events in Hungary is that the 
apparent new orientation of the 
Communist regime in the USSR 
after the denunciation of Stalin, 
was pulled up by contact with 
realities, 


In fact the sudden announce- 
ment on the sentence and execu- 
tion of Imre Nagy is less sur- 
prising than the fact that it has 
been so long delayed. 


This delay was no doubt due 
to lingering hopes on the part 
of Khrushchev of some recon- 
ciilation with Hungarian 
opinion. These hopes were 
shown in the first months after 
the suppression of the revolution 
of Octeber 1956 in Premier Janos 
Kadar’s declarations and in the 
program published in January 
1957, after Khrushchev’s visit to 
Budapest (in which the Hunga- 
rian Government expressed its 
“wishes to foster and develop 
our progressive national tradi- 
tions.”) 


It announced that in the

schools the national character 
of the teaching must be assert- 
ed and the pupils allowed to 
choose the foreign languages 
they wished to learn. 


There were hopes that the 
Government might be broad- 
ened, more freedom be given 
again to writers, and perhaps 
an amnesty. It was said that 
Kadar was a moderate playing 
for time until he could safely 
engage in a more nationalist 
policy. 

Moscow decided otherwise. 


Not only were no steps taken 
in these directions; Khrushchev 
himself publicly threatened that 
there would be Soviet interven- 
tion im the event of another 
rising. 

He described Janos Kadar, the 
party first secretary and for 
a time Premier as well, and 
Ference Muennich, who later 
became Premier, as “faithful 
friends of ours, comrades stand- 
ing on an international Marxist- 
Leninist position.” 


As the Kadar regime con- 
solidated ite hold with a recon- 
stituted palice force backed by 
a Soviet garrison twice as big 
as that which had been station- 
ed in Hungary before the ris- 
ing, so did the repression of the 
press and of Communist writers 
increase—together with secret 
trials and executions. 

Far from giving encourage- 
ment to writers, Khrushchev ‘is 
actually said to have told a con- 
gress of Russian writers that 
the Hungarian revolt might 
have been avoided if a few 
Hungarian authors and news- 
men had been shot In time. 

Kadar had promised in 
November 1956, that the Hun- 
garian Government “would not 
tolerate under any pretext the 
persecution of workers” for 
taking part in the rising. Such 
executions of workmen as have 
been admitted have been 
camouflaged under charges of 
“murders” and “bourgeois back- 
grounds.” 

The reaction has not yet ex- 
tended to the point of restoring 
to high office Rakosi or Geroe, 
the prerevolt Stalinist over 
lords. 

But a number of their as- 
sociates including Laszlo Piros, 
former secret police comman- 
dant; Istvan Bata, former Minis- 
ter of Defense, and others who 
were members of Rakosi’s hated 
Politburo (and vherefore 100 per 
cent Stalinists) have returned 
to Hungary and been admitted 
to Kadars Socialist Workers 
Party. 

They now form a reliable 
official group who can block any 
excessively moderate tendencies. 

Khrushchev seems to have 
decided finally on the necessity 
of this tough line during his 
visit to Hungary last April 
when the general indifference 
and chilly reception convinced 
him that the Kadar regime 
could not survive without full 
Soviet backing—in the manner 
of a new Stalin.

What the Communists Are Saying 


PEIPING (Via Radiopress) 
—The eight-nation Economic 
Mutual Assistance Council 
met in Moscow last month. 
The méeting contributed greatly 
to the Strengthening of friend- 
ship, solidarity and cooperation 
among the socialist countries. 
What is the nature of this inter- 
national organization? And what 
role does it play in promoting 
the economic development of 
member states? To make these 
points clear, we now bring you 
a brief talk on this organization 
and the economic relations of 
mutual assistance and coopera- 
tion among the socialist coun- 
tries. 


The Economic Mutual Assis- 
tance Council is an organization 
of economic cooperation estab- 
lished by the. eight European 
socialist countries In 1949. It 
was set up in accordance with 
the principle of proletarian in- 
ternationalism and on the basis 
of a common interest and unity 
of the socialist countries. Its 
headquarters is in Moscow. 


Fach member country has an 
appropriate number of perma- 
nent delegates participating in 
its work. Its plenary standing 
committee meeting takes place 
in the capitals of member states 
by rotation and is presided over 
by the delegates of the country 
where the meeting takes place. 

The Economic Mutual Assis- 
tance Council also sponsors 
meetings of various trades to 
study questions pertaining to 
mutual coordination among its 
members. 

The setting up of the Council 
marked a new stage in the deve- 
lopment of the economic rela- 
tions among the socialist coun- 
tries, a stage of over-all coopera- 
tion and common prosperity. 
The industrialization of the so- 
cialist countries in Europe is in- 
separable from the selfiess aid 
given by the Soviet Union and 
the active part played by the 
Economic Mutual Assistance 
Council. 


For example, Albania used to 
be one of the most backward 
countries in Europe, but with 
help from the Soviet Union and 
other socialist countries and 
with the efforts made by her 
own people, Albania is trans- 
forming from an agricultural 
country into an industrial one. 
And Bulgaria which had no iron 
industry before now supplies 
own need of 
iron and steel. Her iron and 
steel industry was set up with 
Soviet aid. In Poland, indus- 
triai output was only two-fifths 
that of Italy before World 
War Il. Now her per capita 
steel output has surpassed that 
of Italy and Japan. 

The economic cooperation 
among the socialist countries is 
broad and extensive. It is in 
fact the rational division of la- 
bor and cooperation among na- 
tions.. The socialist countries 
coordinate In the planning of 
their national economy, Trade 
relations among them are on 
the basis of equality and mutual 
benefit. The economically more 
advanced countries help the 
other countries with long-term 
loans, technical aid, and whole 
sets of equipment fer industrial 
enterprises. Sometimes, econo- 
mic aid is given in the form of 

ifts, 


Technical data is exchapged 


on the basis of mutual benefit. 
Research on certain technical 
problems is conducted jointly 
by specialists of these countries. 
At present nearly 500 enter- 
prises have already been built 
or are being built in the Euro- 
pean socialist countries with 
Soviet aid. These enterprises 
have a total annual production 
capacity of six million tons of 
steel, about 120,000 tons of 
copper, over 4,500,000 tons of 
petroleum produets and 22,000 
million kilowatt hours of elec 
tricity. 


Long-term loans extended with 
the most-favored-nation treat- 
ment to the other socialist coun- 
tries by the Soviet Union total 
21,000 million rubles. The long- 
term loan of 750 million rubles 
extended to Hungary in 1957 
has an annual interest rate of 
only 2 per cent. This is a strik- 
ing contrast to the loans given 
by the U.S. Export and Import 
Bank to the other capitalist 
countries. These U.S. loans usu- 
ally have an annual interest of 
3.5 to 6 per cent in addition to 
the political conditions attached. 


Besides the Soviet Union, the 
other socialist countries also 
give all-out support to one an- 
other. For example, Czechoslo- 
vakia is supplying whole sets of 
equipment for the power station, 
chemical and cement plants now 
being built In other socialist 
countries. The German Demo- 
cratic Republic is also export 
ing similar equipment and out- 
fits for enterprises of the light 
industry and the food industry. 


Many of the socialist countries 
are pooling their efforts to build 
enterprises and other projects, 
Hungary and Bulgaria are now 
working together to exploit na- 
tural coal gas in Romania, while 
Poland, and German Democratic 
Republic and Czechoslovakia are 
joining hands in utilizing the 
brown coal deposits in Poland. 


Such are the economic rela- 
tions among the socialist coun- 
tries. This kind of relationship 
is unprecedented in the history 
of mankind, It is one of the 
factors for the victory of social. 
ism over capitalism in peaceful 
competition.
